18 and pheasants, normally a fair¬ 
ly common sight an district roads, 
did their annual disappearing act. 
Some fair bags of both pheasant 
and partridge were reported by 
local hunters, but few got their 
daily limit. 

The season on Hungarian Par¬ 
tridge, Prairie Chicken, Spruce 
Partridge and Ring-neck Cock 
Pheasants lasts until Nov. 20, with 
a daily bag limit of five each. 
There is no 9eason or possession 
limit. It is strictly foriiidden to 
hunt pheasants before 10 o'clock 
in the morning, to, shoot hen 
pheasants or to hunt on Sundays. 
Heavy penalties will be levied on 
hunters breaking these regulations. 

The season on ducks and geese 
remains open until Dec. 4. Geese 
are in the district in greater-than 
usual numbers and some good 
bags are reported of both white 
(Wavey) and grey (Canada) geese- 
Eucks are plentiful.

Mr. Maynard indicated that it 
was this problem of censorship 
which was bothering the govern¬ 
ment and his department in ar¬ 
riving at a sutable method of deal¬ 
ing with literature it, and a great 
majority of the public, feels should 
not be offered for sale. 

“How far wll people stand for 
us placing the stamp of^ approval 
on certain comics and banning 
others?’ he asked. 

In this, then, is probably the 
basis for the government’s sup¬ 
port of a citizen's committee. It 
would not lend the stigma of gov¬ 
ernment censorship to the pro¬ 
blem and, if properly constituted, 
would have the support of most 
Alberta citizens. 

Given the support of the news

The Crow’s Nest Pass agreement entered into 
in 1897 between the Canadian Pacific Railway and 
the Canadian government provides low freight rates 
on expbrt grain and grain products from the prairie 
provinces of western Canada. In consideration for 
maintaining the rates in perpetuity the railway got 
$3,404,702 in cash from the Canadian government in 
addition to a land grant from British Columbia of 
3,627 acres of land including mineral rights. The 
company was also able to acquire the charter of the 
British Columbia Southern railway with all its sub¬ 
sidiary rights, for a nominal sum. The railways are 
now anxious to have the agreement thrown into dis¬ 
card. They claim that rates prevailing 57 years ago 
are unrealistic at the present time. The rate on 
wheat from Calgary to Fort William, 1,267 miles, is 
26 cents a hundred and from Calgary to Vancouver, 
642 railway miles, it is 20 cents a hundred. The rail¬ 
ways say this is unprofitable. On the other hand the 
Winnipeg Free Press points out that over a period 
of 29 years since 1907 the export grain traffic 
amounted to over 30 per cent of total prairie traf¬ 
fic. The net earnings of the C.P.R. on western lines 
was $753,334,134 against $361,615,198 on eastern 
lines. The Crow’s Nest rates apply only on export 
grain products. Domestic rates are substantially 
higher and were recently raised. Prairie farmers 
operating from the heart of the continent need every 
assistance possible in the way of low freight rates to 
maintain competitive parity with other wheat export¬ 
ing nations. On the other hand, railways’ expenses 
have increased at a rapid rate. They complain that 
while freight rates have gone up 98.2 per cent since 
the beginning of 1948 costs have risen even greater. 
They say the latest demands by employees, if grant¬ 
ed, would mean an increase in cost of $60 million a 
year.
